Say hello to the new guy—well, the sorta new guy. 

Rahm Emanuel, famous for his work as a top ad- 
viser to two presidents, and who returned to Chi- 
cago just months ago, swept into the mayor’s office 
‘Tuesday, inheriting a city reeling from recession, 
while promising to reshape City Hall. 

He achieved what was considered almost un- 
thinkable just months ago, collecting a majority of 
support against five opponents in the first Chicago 
election without a sitting mayor since 1947. 

Ina city with its share of racial divisions, Emanuel 
appealed to voters across those lines. He won the 
predominantly white wards of his former congres- 
sional district on the North and Northwest sides. 
And the former chief of staff to President Obama

also scored substantial margins in predominantly 
African-American neighborhoods. 

“All I can say, you sure know how to make a guy 
feel at home,” Emanuel, who faced a high-profile le- 
gal challenge to his residency, told a packed room at 
a plumbers’ union hall on the Near West Side. “Be- 
cause of the people of Chicago, this is the warmest 
place in America.” 

Emanuel amassed 55.2 percent with 98 percent of 
city precincts counted, above the 50 percent-plus 
benchmark he needed to win outright and avoid an 
April runoff and six more weeks of campaigning. 
Gery Chico had 24.1 percent while Miguel del Valle 
9.3 percent and Carol Moseley Braun 8.9 percent.

Emanuel won 40 of the 
city’s 50 wards, getting 
more than 70 percent 
of the vote in the heav- 
ily populated lakefront 
wards. Emanuel also won 
with more than 50 per 
cent of the vote in wards 
with large African-American populations, racking 
up margins of at least 2-to-1 over the major black 
candidate, Braun. 

Chico won the remaining 10 city wards. They were 
primarily in Latino-heavy wards on the Southwest 
Side, where he was raised, and the West Side. Chico, 
Mayor Daley’s former chief of staff, also won the r9th 


and 41st wards, both with large populations of 
police and firefighters whose unions endorsed 
him. Still, Chico’s vote advantage over Emanuel 
in those wards was not significant. 

Turnout was 41 percent, nearly 10 points 
lower than election officials predicted. 

Emanuel nodded to the tests facing the city 
and said he will deal with them head-on, but 
also by seeking help. 

“Tonight, we are moving forward in the only 
way we truly can—together, as one city with 
one future,” he said. “The real work of build- 
ing a better future begins tonight and I intend 
to enlist ... every one of you in our city.” 

Less than two hours after the polls closed, 
all three major candidates opposing Emanuel 
conceded the race. After routinely butting 
heads with Emanuel in the final weeks of the

Emanuel takes

Who’s the boss? Rahm Emanuel, that’s who. 

After Tuesday’s election, the 51-year-old former White 
House chief of staff is the mayor-elect of a Chicago grap- 
pling with not just one serious crisis but many of them, 
affording him more opportunities to test a famous line he 
once said about turning big problems into bold solutions. 

When he succeeds Mayor Daley in May, Emanuel im- 
mediately will inherit a city with a stark divide between 
haves and have-nots, a chronically underachieving school 
system, a crumbling transportation infrastructure and a 
police department that is seriously understaffed. 

Plus, the business and job-generating engine was sput- 
tering even before the recession took hold, new Census 
data shows. 

Chicago is losing residents, while costly parking me- 
ters and high property taxes remain flashpoints and long- 
term neglect of public-worker pension funds has backed 
the city into a financial corner. 

Overshadowing all of that are expert projections that, 
without painful cuts or big tax increases, the city could be 
facing about $1 billion in annual budget holes for years to 
come, making it all the harder to chip away at the other 
problems. 

As he declared victory Tuesday night, Emanuel said he 
was up to the task. 

“I am determined, with your help, to meet our chal- 
lenges head on and make our great city even greater,” he 
said. 

Of course, political campaigns tend to highlight the 
negative, especially contests like this mayor’s race, in 
which no one was running to defend past accomplish- 
ments. Emanuel and most of his key rivals had ties to 
Daley yet often sounded as if the soon-to-retire mayor 
was leaving the city with a whopping mess. 

That may be overstating the case, but there are prob- 
lems galore for a Mayor Emanuel to address. 


Emanuel will become Chicago's first Jewish mayor and 46th overall. 
He'll succeed Mayor Daley, the city’s longest-serving chief executive. 


campaign, Chico pledged to support the may- 
or-elect when he takes office. 

“T want with all my heart for Rahm Emanuel 
to be successful,” said Chico, the former Chi- 
cago Board of Education president. “Let’s all 
work together to get behind the new mayor 
and make this the best city on the face of the 
earth.” 

A former US. senator, Braun did not men- 
tion Emanuel’s name in her concession speech, 
but said she wished “the victor all the success 
in taking up the reins of government.” 

As_ presidential adviser David Axelrod 


watched from a balcony, Emanuel told sup- 
porters he had received a congratulatory call 
from President Obama, who later released a 
statement saying “as a Chicagoan and a friend, 
I couldn’t be prouder. Rahm will be a terrific 
mayor for all the people of Chicago.” 

Emanuel will ascend to City Hall’s fifth floor 
May 16, closing a lengthy chapter in Chicago’s 
political history. First elected in 1989, Daley 
has held the seat for longer than anyone since 
Chicago’s founding and along with his late fa- 
ther, Richard J. Daley, the two have ruled the 
city for all but 14 years since 1955.

Turnout for Tuesday’s election was 
considerably lower than expected. 
And given Chicago’s history of elec- 
tion shenanigans, the number of 
electoral problems throughout the 
day was equally underwhelming. 

Sure, there were a couple of 
election judges tossed out for be- 
ing drunk. And, perhaps reflecting 
the nature of the voter turnout, 
one judge was scolded for taking a 
nap at her polling place. But over- 
all, the Chicago Board of Election 
Commissioners, which fielded and 
investigated hundreds of election- 
eering complaints throughout the 
day, saw no significant incidents. 

Langdon Neal, the board’s chair- 
man, said late Tuesday that the 
turnout was likely between 40 per- 
cent and 45 percent, well below the 
50 percent originally predicted. 

Neal said those turnout figures 
were consistent across the city and 
no parts of the city showed signifi- 
cantly higher voter participation 
than others. 

“Citywide it’s pretty even,” Neal 
said, noting that the snow Tuesday 
morning may have been a factor. 

The two previous municipal 
elections had about 33 percent 
turnout, Neal said, but election 
officials expected to reach about 
50 percent because this was the 
first year in more than a half-cen- 
tury that an incumbent wasn’t run- 
ning for mayor. But whether it was 
the weather or general apathy, high 
turnout wasn’t meant to be. 

The morning began with one 
Chicago polling place—located in 
a South Side church— opening late 
because the pastor overslept. 

Around the same time, an elec- 
tion judge was sent home for show- 
ing up drunk and another was sent 
home for heatedly arguing with 
firefighters over the placement of 
their emergency vehicles inside the 
polling place, which happened to 
be a fire station.

Cochran, a 
former police officer, finished 
with 46 percent of the vote, 
shy of the 50 percent he need- 
ed to keep the seat. Smith had 
20 percent, followed by attor- 
ney George Davis with 

16 percent. 


Daley out of spotlight on election day

Mayor Daley wasn’t on the city ballot Tues- 
day for the first time in 22 years. 

Opting to stay out of the public eye as 
Chicagoans went to the polls to pick his suc- 
cessor, Daley cast a ballot during early voting. 

The mayor and his wife, Maggie, left 
town a couple days ago for someplace 
warm, a spokeswoman said. They didn’t 


plan to return until Friday or so. 

When he leaves public office May 16, 
Daley will be able to take what’s left of the 
$1.26 million he had in his campaign fund as 
of Dec. 31. He can convert all that money 
for personal use, but he must pay taxes on it. 

Most Illinois politicians no longer can 
cash out their campaign accounts when 
they’re done. But Daley has been in of- 


fice long enough that he qualifies under 
a grandfather clause inserted into a 1998 
state campaign finance reform law. 

Some retired politicians keep their 
campaign funds going. Former Republi- 
can Gov. Jim Edgar, for example, still has 
$579,368 in his fund. He’s used it to make 
campaign donations, buy Christmas cards, 
pay for storage and reimburse mileage.

In a campaign overshadowed by the mayor’s 
race, Mendoza, 38, raised more cash than Hor- 
ton and boasted endorsements from influential 
Democrats including Ald. Ed Burke (14th) and 
US. Sen. Dick Durbin. 

During the campaign, Mendoza said she wants 
to sell advertising on the back of vehicle stickers 
and use the proceeds to hire more police, lower 
the sticker price and reinstate a summer youth 
jobs program.

Goose Island spreads 
its beer-making wings

Chicago-based Goose Island Beer Co. will 
begin shipping New Hampshire-made Goose 
Island India Pale Ale this week to serve grow- 
ing markets on the East Coast. 

The company also is testing Honker’s Ale 
there. It also likely will be made at the New 
Hampshire facility for the East Coast by 
spring. 

Goose Island began testing its IPA in New 
Hampshire in September. 

“The good news is that our growth outpaced 
our forecast in 2010 so that we weren't quite 
ready for all of the growth we got,” Goose Is- 
land brewmaster Greg Hall said. He said Bos- 
ton and New York are among the company’s 
fastest-growing markets outside of Chicago, 
with India Pale Ale its best-seller there. 

And, Hall said, the company is working 
to add capacity in Chicago. Crain’s Chicago 
Business reported this month that the brew- 
ery had hired an investment banker to raise 
money for this.

“Our long-term goal is to have a new brew- 
ery in Chicago,” Hall said. He said the compa- 
ny is buying new tanks for the current facility, 
“but you can’t just go to Wal-Mart” and buy 
them, he said. 

Hall said brews for local consumption still 
are being made in Chicago. 

“Our brewery is running completely full 
in Chicago, so we’re not taking stuff out of 
Chicago,” he said, adding that sales have been 
particularly strong with reserve beers, includ- 
ing Matilda and Green Line.

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Slain U.S. yachters 
lived for adventure 


Phyllis Macay wrote of her travels around 
the world with the breathlessly joyous 
and staccato style of a teenager. 

“I can say that I want to spend a week 
here ... month here ... maybe a year,” she 
once wrote of visiting Corsica. “It is ex- 
citing, vastly busy ... and beautiful at the 
same time.” 

That sort of infectious love of adven- 
ture, of sailing, of seeing the world, was a 
defining characteristic not only of Macay 
but also her companion, Bob Riggle, and 
friends Jean and Scott Adam, friends and 
family say. 

All four died early Tuesday off the 
coast of Somalia at the hands of pirates 
who had hijacked the Adams’ yacht, the 
Quest. 

The news struck like thunder at the 
couples’ far-flung friends and family. 


“They loved the experiences they were 
having with the people they were meet- 
ing and the places they were going,” Scott 
Stolnitz, a longtime friend of the Adam- 
ses, said Tuesday. “We asked them once 
if they ever looked forward to living on 
land again, and they both, believe it or 
not, said ‘no.’” 

The Adamses— Californians who 
called the Marina del Rey harbor home 
the rare times they weren't sailing— 
owned the Quest. 

They had the 58-foot sloop built 
in New Zealand for what they had 
hoped would be an 8- or 10-year around- 
the-world voyage, according to their 
website. 

The couple dedicated part of their 
journeys to distributing Bibles. They 
called it “friendship evangelism.”

How badly did the Bulls miss him? 

Yes, we know there are other factors involved besides points and the fact 
that players don’t always play to their averages, but if Noah hadn’t missed 
30 games to injury, the Bulls could potentially have compiled the best re- 
cord in the NBA. “If” being the key word in that admittedly long sentence. 

We approached the Noah question like a science project, and here’s 
how it turned out.

How did the loss of Joakim Noah affect 
the Bulls’ bottom line: their record?

Remember reading Ernest Hemingway’s “The Old 
Man and the Sea” back in high school? (You can be 
honest, but know that we’re judging you.) The author’s life and loves are making their 
mark in the Chicago nightlife scene by way of the newly opened Hubbard Inn—but you 
don’t have to be a lit buff to enjoy it. 

Owned by the team behind English and LaSalle Power Company, the spot is being 
touted by partner David Mitria as a “continental tavern” inspired by the author’s travels, 
recreating “recipes and artifacts he would have collected during his time in France and 
Spain.” With the promise of classic cocktails and small plates to spare, we braved Hub- 
bard Street’s weekend crowds to see what the Inn has to offer. 


Theres enough room... 


.. to fit everyone and then some. Well, maybe 
not everyone, as evidenced by the 20-deep line 
outside at midnight Saturday. You'll find a din- 
ing area and bar on the main floor, and a quick 
run upstairs reveals comfy couches, a second 
bar and views of a few book-stocked shelves. 


There’s no denying ... 


.. this place is a serious see-and-be-seen 
spot that is going to be packed every 
weekend for the foreseeable future. 
Reservations are the name of the game, 
but when people get a table, expect 
them to hang on to it.

Themes can be tricky ... 


.. and this one, like so many, is a bit over- 
done. Ernest Hemingway (an Oak Park na- 
tive, if you hadn’t heard) and his loves (trav- 
el and good booze, according to owners) 
served as the inspiration behind the spot, 
but we couldn't pinpoint much that remind- 
ed us of the author. Instead, the bold wall- 
paper, heavy wood tables, oversized art, 
scattered artifacts (think bookends, dusty- 
looking bottles, etc.) and above-the-bar TVs 
playing black-and-white classics result in 
sensory overload. 


If you can squeeze 
your way to the bar... 


.. try the Hemingway, a classic daiquiri with 
rum, maraschino liqueur, simple syrup, 
lime and grapefruit juice. The sweet, tangy 
drink was well-balanced and a good fit for 
the house cocktail menu, which includes 
around 10 options for $9 each. 


Bottom line: 


We're not about to pull out the Ouija 
board to ask, but it’s safe to assume that 
Hemingway probably would hate every- 
thing about Hubbard Inn (except maybe 
the whole drinking thing). But that doesn’t 
mean you can’t enjoy it. Hands down, it’s 
a hot scene—and not just because it’s new 
and on Hubbard. The food and drinks are 
solid, and if you can stomach the crowds, 
you can’t ask for much more out of a 
Saturday night.

Now in its third year, the monthly slam is calling its 2010 
finalists back to the stage Sunday for an all-city champi- 
onship. At stake: audience applause and a boxing-style 
title belt. The show kicks off with readings by authors Joe 
Meno and Tony Fitzpatrick and music by Tom Schraeder. 

With just five minutes to squeeze in the best details of 
their wackiest anecdotes and stories, the five finalists — 
ranging in age from 21 to 67 —bring excitement and energy 
to the stage. We asked Windy City Story Slam founder Bill 
Hillmann to weigh in on the eclectic crop of challengers.

‘The Butcher 
Speaks 


Once a construction worker and 

a Golden Gloves boxer, Bill “The 
Butcher” Hillmann launched the 
Windy City Story Slam while at- 
tending Columbia College Chicago 
as a graduate student, inspired by 
the Uptown Poetry Slam and Studs 
Terkel’s oral histories. We called 
29-year-old Hillmann for an oral his- 
tory of the slam. 

What's one of your favorite slam 
moments? 

The plaster casting [of a contestant, 
onstage] by [local artist] JoJo Baby. | 
didn’t know if we could make it work 
because of decency laws. So | built 
this sort of shade screen—with my 
mom's drapes, actually. [Laughs] 
When my mom walked in [to the 
venue], she yelled, “Those are my 
drapes!” and everybody just burst 
out laughing. 

Who chooses the winning story? 
The crowd decides with a lot of 
cheering and screaming. If it’s real 
close, we use the clap-o-meter, 
which is an audio device that gaug- 
es sound so we can get a scientific 
reading. 

What happens when contestants 
exceed the time limit? 

I'll be sharpening my butcher 
knives, and the joke is that if they 
go over, I'll cut their heads off. 

But hopefully, that won't happen. 
[Laughs] If the crowd just cannot 
allow this story to end at that point, 
we'll allow a 30-second grace period 
to finish. 

And if the story sucks? 

They can heckle. But [if heckling 
starts], there’s an immediate vote 
[to determine if the competitor 
should finish]. Sometimes, instant 
support from the crowd helps the 
storyteller to get back on track. 


Nicolette Kittinger, 23 


The only storyteller to compete in 
all three championships, she also 
got married onstage the first year. 
(Hillmann, an Internet-ordained min- 
ister, officiated.) 

Nerd/street cred: She's an editor for 
Avery lit journal. 

Hillmann’s two cents: “She’s won 
some of our biggest events—on any 
given night, she can win it all.”
